Notes: Two notarial signatures from 1398 attest that Fazio, Giovanni e Rinaldo Piccolomini, sons of Landuccio di 


Fazio and heirs of Bonsignore di Fazio Piccolomini, refused the inheritance, as was declared in the original document 
made by Bartolomeo di ser Neri. Statements are written on the fist page of Bartolomeo's liber imbreviaturae 
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
